Pre-Medicals 
Inspect | Labs 


Dr. Hans Selye 


Shows Research 
In Endocrinology 





The Pre-Medical Society was led 
on a tour through the endocrinology 
department's laboratorics dealing 
with hormone research yesterday, 
under the guidance of Dr. Hans 
Selye, Dr. Masson, Miss Rowley, 
and Mr, Hall. Dr. Selye spoke to 
the society for a few minutes be- 
forehand in Lecture Room B of the 
Medical Building to explain the 
phases of hormone research, 


Dr. Selye mentioned the problems 


[and aims of endocrinology research, 


and its role in trying ho find causes 
and cures for such diseases as 
hypertension,-cancer, and diabetes. 
Experiments with hormones are 
made on animals with these dis- 
cases. 

He then outlined the various de- 
partments of the research work 
being done at present in McGill, 
and explained what the tour would 
cover. 

Plans for research are made in 
the histological and endocrinological 
library here, which is one of the 
world’s largest libraries in its field, 
and contains about 200,000 abstracts 
that have been collected over a 
period of 70 years. 

Every weck researchers meet in 
the conference room and_ discuss 
problems of the particular research 
being worked on at the time. The 
conference room is decorated with 
a mural depicting different phases 
of endocrinological diseases. 

Pharmacological work is done in 
animal rooms, where the effect of 
operations, diets, and injections are 
studied. At present the animal 
rooms contain dogs, cats, monkeys, 
and rats with the left kidney re- 
moved, Effects are studied, and

A card will be given each stu- 
dent. It is to be filled out and re- 
turned whether or not the student 
is under-age or has already regis- 
tered with the Blood Clinic. Blocd 
donations are not accepted from 
anyone under cighteen years of 
age. Since, however, a complete 
report on all McGill students is 
desired by the committee in charge 
of the campaign, all students are 
asked to fill out their cards and te 
return them. 





Men students will be contacted 
through the Military Units. Those 
who are exempt from Military 
training will be given cards at the 
weekly health lecture. Women stu- 
dents in first and second year will 
also be approached through the 
health lecture; those in third and 
fourth year through their class 
presidents. Students who do not 
receive cards through any of these 
sources will find cards at R.V.C. 
and the Union Tuck Shop. 

The Blood Donors Campaign to 
send blood plasma to wounded sold- 
iers is an annaual event on the cam- 
pus, Since the invasion of the con- 
tinent there has been an ever in- 
creasing need for blood plasma, and 
the committee feels that studénts 
can contribute valuably to this 
phase of war work.

Allen Discusses Recent Advances 
In Dye Chemistry, Color Filming 





Dr, C. F. H. Allen, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Eastman 
Kodak Company of Rochester, 
N.Y., addressed the second 
meeting of the McGill Student 
Branch of the Canadian Insti- 


tute of Chemistry yesterday 
afternoon in the Main Lecture 
Theatre of the Chemistry Build- 
ing. 

The subject of Dr. Allen's lec- 
ture was “Recent Advances in 
Dye Chemjstry and Color Pho- 
tography.” 

After reviewing the funda- 
mental nature of photography, 
Dr, Allen pointed out that color 
photography invariably  in- 
volves the preparation of three 
pictures, one in each of the 
three primary colors — red, 
green and blue-violet. These 
images, on recombination, give 
rise to the final picture. To 
produce colored prints, the pic- 
tures are combined in the form 
of dye images, each of these 
being made up of a dye color 
complementary to that of the 
photographic filter used. 

Dr. Allen discused at some 
length the Eastman Dye Trans- 
fer Process which is a typical 


example of the, Subtractive 
Method of color printing. The 
Kodachrome Process jis essen- 
tially the same except that the 
separation of the white light

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Student Poetry 

It was last winter that the plan for an 
anthology of McGill verse written by students 
during the war years 1939 to 1944 was first 








conceived, It began when one student writtr | 


thought that the finer verse produced by stu- 
dents deserved a more permanent printed form 
than either The Forge or The McGill Daily 
could offer. He mentioned his hope for a vol- 


ume of McGill poetry to some other students | 


reputedly interested in creative literature, and 
a few days later a committce of six met. 

There was much discussion at that first 
meeting whether the work of gathering the 
poetry or of obtaining the money for publish- 
Ing the anthelogy should be undertaken first. 
The final decision favored gathering and sclect- 
ing the verse, for the amount of deserving 
poetry was still the unknown quantity which 
would determine the value of the whole under- 
taking. It was agreed that all students who 
were known to have written verse at the Uni- 
Versity during the past five years would be: 
contacted; that the files of The Daily and the 


old editions of The Forge would be checked | 


through for meritorious work, and that pub- 
licity would be given the venture in the col- 
umns of The Daily. 

From the very numerous contributions re- 
ceived, over one hundred poems by a score of 
writers were selected as worthy of represen- 
tation in an anthology of recent McGill verse. 
Theso poems were highly varied in subject 
matter and mood. They covered a wide range 
from simple lyric poetry to humorous verse. 
Taken as a whole they showed how twenty 
student poets of different backgrounds, inter- 
ests and studies looked at themselves and the 
world about them and had the skill to describe 
their experience vividly. Many of the young 
poets whose work was selected for the anthology 
show promise of making a lasting contribution 
to a Canadian literature that is still in its 
babyhood, The title chosen for the volume is 
appropriately -enough: “McGill’s Younger 


Poets, An Anthology of Student Verse, 1939- | 


1944”, 


Unfortunately, a number of the contribu- | 


tors were not heard from until late last epring 
when examinations came to absorb all interest 
for a time. Because the contents of the volume 
is dated as covering a limited time period and 
because book publishers cannot now fill orders 
with the same speed as in pre-war days, the 
necessity of finding a backing for the venture 
is pressing. Since the anthology originated with 
the students and is to contain the work of stu- 
dents exclusively, it seems only appropriate 
that the Students’ Council of McGill should 
be the first to be approached for the required 
support. 

It is of course impossible at this point to 
give a critical evaluation of the volume as 
literary work. However, whether or not the 
book becomes a best-seller in Montreal need 
not concern us here. It is an effort to show 
exactly what McGill men and women can do 
in the field of literature while they are still 


students. At McGill as at many other colleges, 
there has been a tendency since the beginning 
of war to overlook the literary arts in favor of 
the more utilitarian scientific research. The 
publication of the anthology should reveal that 
the ambition and skill to create literature have 
not been completely forgotten. It should give 
students both at college and on active service, | 
and interested people in other Canadian uni- 
versities a specimen of what “McGill’s Younger 
Poets” have produced during five years of war. 
Such an important work, we feel, should not 
go unsupported.

The Coming Faiths of Man 


Anyone who reads what has been written in the 
more serious and creative vein of recent American 
and British writing knows that a change in man's 
mental and moral outlook is taking place. The de- 
cade previous to ours was one of failure and cyni- 
cism due te the crash of '29; the depression and its 
15 million unemployed (U.S.A.); the failure of Russia 
to be a Utopia according to western liberal stand- 
ards; the defeat of the Spanish Loyalist governments 
by Fascist arms and Allied neutrality; the rape of 
China, Ethiopia, Austria and Czechoslovakia; and 
finally the second World War. 


This sardonic and skeptical attitude carried over 


ta the present in all religious, political and moral | 
| fields; and thus this war in its first five years wit- 


nessed no revolutionary fervor either for or against 
the war. Most people accepted this war apathetically 
as a bad business that had to be finished off with 
a victory for our side, and little else. 
But with the conclusion of this war and the re- 
awakening of the submerged people cf the Contin- 
ents of Europe and Asia and to a lesser extent 
Africa and the Ocean empires, a new faith is arising; 


and new concepts and affirmations are coming into 


our beliefs, In fact these beliefs now embrace both 
the former religious stalwart as well as the militant 
atheist, and although labelling them is premature, 
they might pass under the three headings: scientific 
humanism; kindly mysticism; and man's communion 
with man as being most holy. 

In sensitive avantegarde writing these are often 
fused. Oliver Reiser is perhaps the best known of 
the scientific humanists, Aldous Huxley of the kindly 
mystics and Harold J, Laski and the late Archbishop 
of Canterbury among the latter type of bellevers. 

It is in the hope of making clearer some of these 
tendencies that the following poems are added. 


I Am Lazarus

judged righteous and sane never pass, mutilated 
men pluck at the coat sleeves of the solitary in- 
temerate wayfarer and whisper fervid confi- 
dences to him.

4. FLAMING SWORDS 
IN THE SKY 


Perhaps the most spectacular 
sight to appear in the sky is 
the comet. This strange appa- 
rition has astonished and terri- 
fied men as far back as re-: 
corded history exists, and prob- 
ably long before that. Bright 
comets (the name comes from 
the Latin and means ‘Hairy 
Star) are famed In literature 
and art. There js a contempor- 
aneous comet pictured in the 
Bayeux tapestry, because Wil- 
liam the Conqueror regarded it 
as an omen foretelling his con- 
quest of England. Shakespeare 
says, in Julius Caesar, “When 
beggars die, there are no com- 
ets seen.” The Bible refers to a 
flaming sword over Jerusalem 
at the time of its destruction 
by the Romans, and comets 
prove as interesting to astrono- 
mers as they do to writers. 

A comet is visible for only a 
few weeks at a time. It pre- 
sents the appearance of a 
bright head with a long appen- 
dage, or tail streaming out be- 
hind it. The tail is anywhere 
from a million miles long in 
the case of the barely visible 
comets, to 300 million miles for 
the more spectacular speci- 
mens. The tails of large comets 
often extend halfway across 
the sky. 

It is rather surprising to learn 
that these giant flares are 
actually very insubstantial, The 


’ head of a comet is a loose col- 


lection of rocks, stones and 
small bits of what must be 
classified as dust. The particles 
just float around a common 


centre of gravity with consider- 
able space between them. That 
is why a comet passing in front 
of a bright star does not bide 
it, but merely dims it. : 

The comet's tail is even less 
dense; it does not even exist 
when the comet is far from the 
sun. The sun’s light exerts a 
pressure, This pressure is small, 
of course, but it does exist. Two 
forces work on the particles in

the comet's head; the sun's 
gravity pulls one way, and the 
pressure of sunlight the other. 
The effect of light depends on 
the surface area, gravity on 
the welght, and therefore on 
the volume; thus with smaller 
and smaller particles the area 
falls off as the radius squared 
and volume as the radius cubed. 
Eventually, if the particle Is 
small enough, the light pressure 
outweighs gravity. When the 
comet approaches the sun and 
the light gets stronger, fine 
in the 
head is blown out to form the 
tail. 

Comets are divided into two 
classes. One type comes out of 
inter-stellar space, bends in to 
pass close to the sun, and then 
vanishes, never to return. The 
other class have eliptical orbits 
which take them close to the 
sun at one part, and a few 
thousand million miles away at 
others. These, of course, re- 
turn periodically, The shortest 
comet period on record is 
slightly over three years. Some, 
however, have calculated per- 
iods of 100,000 years. Comets 
move very slowly at the outer 
ends of their orbits, but they 
speed up approaching the sun, 
and take a few weeks to cover 
distances that take years to 
cover in the slower parts of the 
trip. 

Comets have no light of their 
own. They can be seen only by 
reflected sunlight when they 
are close to the sun, and thus 
they are seen for only a few 
weeks at a time. 

There has been no spectacular 
comet since 1910. Since past 
centuries boasted a good comet 
every few years, it seems we 
should see one within the next 
few years, There are several 
comets appearing each year, 
but they are small things, 
barely visible to the naked eye. 
An idea of the number of new 
telescopic comets discovered

Reserve Books 


“One book is on reserve. One 
book is not. How are we to know 
which is which?" This is a puzzle 
to many students. A few explana- 


tlons may help to clear up some of 
the confusion and misunderstand- 
ing about the different types of 
books in the library, 


The books used by the average 
reader may be divided roughly into 
three groups — first, those on re- 
serve for the varlous courses; sec- 


and third, those for reference and 
research, most of which must re- 
main in the library to be available 
for consultation. 


During tho session, the student is 
mainly concerned with the first 
group—the Reserve Books. These 
include text-books, required read- 
ings, or books which may be in 
great demand for some special pur- 
pose, such as an essay or a confer- 
ence, These are kept on shelves, 
Clearly labelled with the name of 
each course, around the Reading 
Room or behind the Reserve Book 
Desk. These books have labels in 
the front and the labels are mark- 
ed with the length of time for 
which the books may be borrowed. 
A strict reserve book must remain 
in the library as long as the ilbrary 
is open. It may leave the library 
from 9 p.m. until 9 am, the next 
day or from 5 p.m. on Saturday un- 
til 9 am, on Monday. This rule 
usually applies to books of which 
there is only one copy and to 
books which are in constant use, A 
twenty-four hour book may be bor- 
rowed for a day and must be re- 
turned approximately twenty-four 
hours from the time borrowed. 
Forty-eight hour books are due be- 
fore five o'clock on the second day 
after which they have been taken 
out. These include books of which 
there are several copies. Books for 
essays or conferences may be on 
reserve for only a limited time and 
when the demand has ceased, they 
circulate as usual for two weeks. 


As it is obviously impossible for 
the library to have sufficient copies 
of every book for each student, it 
is necessary tg have certain rules 
in order that as many students as 
possible may use the books. All 
these rules are made only in order 
to help the students, but the co- 
operation of the students is neces- 
sary in observing them. If a Re- 
serve Book is kept out longer than 
the given time by one student, some 
other student suffers, who has just 
as much right to use the volume. 


The same cooperation must apply 


reading room. Silence Is a recognis- 
ed rule in library reading rooms 


and both new students 
must observe this convention for 
the common good, 
into the library in order to study. 
Talking at the tables, 
catalogue, in the doorway and in| 
the porch disturbs a great many 
people. It is obviously unfair that 
the thoughtlessness of a few should 
‘annoy so many and interfere with 
the proper conditions for serious 


study.
